COIJVIFCES  FARMERS      true  when  18  representative  farmers  of  Hardin  County, 

Ohio,  v;ho  had  not  heen  convinced  that  the  corn  horer 
is  a  dangerous  pest  or  that  control  measures  were  necessary,  v/ent  to  see 
for  themselves  the  infested  area  in  Essex  County,  Ontario,  Canada,  and 
came  "back  to  turn  the  tide  of  puhlic  opinion  in  their  county  in  favor  of 
borer  control. 

They  found  a  comity  with  a  normal  corn  crop  of  100,000 
acres  v/hich  had  "been  diminished  to  30,000  acres  and  that  severely  damaged 
"by  the  borer.    They  learned  that  in  1922  the  infestation  was  slight,  in 
1924  it  was  noticeable  over  the  entire  county,  and  in  1926  the  borers 
caused  an  almost  total  loss  of  the  corn  crop.     They  foiind  no  cornstalks 
which  had  not  been  infested  with  the  borer.     They  had  an  opportimity  to 
discuss  the  corn  borer  v/ith  the  farmers  and  officials  and  to  carry  back 
home  visible  evidences  of  the  destruction  caused  by  the  borer. 

A  mass  meeting  to  remonstrate  against  the  control  cam- 
paign was  in  session  when  they  returned.     Several  of  the  farmers  decided 
to  attend  this  meetirog,  tell  their  story,  and  show  the  evidence  they  had 
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collected.    After  her.rin^'  the  account,  the  chairmrr.  entertained  c  notion  to 
discontinue  zx^r  organizad  effort  to  comlDfit  the  enforcement  r.ct  and  to  "turn 
ci"bout  face"  and  comply  with  the  re,s'ul-tio:xS,    The  iaotion  passed  unanimously, 
-nd  the  attorney  they  "lad  er.iployed  was  disrissed.

'IIL  BE  USZL       up  worlc  is  the  most  effective  but  p.t  the  same  time  the  most 
costly  raeohod  of  destroying  the  "borer.     It  will  he  used  in 
fields  with  an  especially  heavy  infestation  or  in  fields  \7here,  because  of 
low  wet  areas  or  other  physical  features,  it  would  ce  difficult  to  plow  or 
otherwise  handle.     It  is  the  quickest  way  of  destro.yin£,-  the  borer  and  there- 
fore will  also  be  used  u:ider  zxij  condition  where  speed  is  an  important  fac- 
tor,   'The  burning  carriar^es  capable  of  genorat iiig  a  heat  of  1400°  P.  are 
julled  across  the  fields,  consiiiaing  all  stalks  and  other  corn  refuse  which 
.'-ucht  harbor  borers. 

In  the  cainpaijn  a:;ain£t  the  corn  borer,  the  7ariou.s  offices  and 
ri3  BOl-SIi:      bureaus  in  the  Department  of  .-irricul 'ourc  outside  the  regular 

corn-borer  control  or^TJiization  have  sliovrn  a  splendid  spirit  of 
coop':-rat ioi:.    The  regular  personnel  of  these  offices  not  incliided  in  the 
scope  of  the  campaign  have  laid  aside  their  routine  work  and  rushed  campaign 
material  through  with  the  greatest  expedition.     Offices  wh^ich  have  contrib- 
uted materially  to  the  lamiching  of  the  campaign  r.rc  the  Office  of  Personnel 
and  Business  Administration,  Office  of  Infornation,  Extension  Service,  divi- 
sion of  a:gricultural  engineering  of  the  Bureati  of  Public  Soads,  Office  of 
the  Solicitor,  federal  Horticultural  Board,  and  the  Bvireau  of  EntomolOQ'. 

The  State  department  of  agriculture,  the  State  extension  service 
of  the  State  agricu-ltural  college  in  each  of  the  five  States  in  the  control 
area  have  also  given  the  campaign  their  hearty  support  and  cooperation.

Five  4-coluin:i  cuts  and  foujr  r>colui:in  cuts  have  been  sent  to  each  paper, 
lailies  are  receiving  a  similar  service  in  matrices.    These  cuts  include 
photograohs  taken  by  G.W.Ackerman,  extension  photographer,  U.S.b.A.  during 
the  second  week  in  April  in  Ohio  and  Jlichigan.     The  illustrations  show  the 
ralcing  and  burning  of  cornstalks,  the  stubble  pulverizer  in  action,  plowing 
under  corn  stubble,  and  the  damage  done  to  the  cornstalks  and  ears  by  borers.

Only  those  which  tjooniud  to  be 
checkin::;  the  roz/r.-^'os  of  the  borer  v/orc  select. .d.     Evor^r  precr-ution  was  taken 
to  elinin.•^to  those  v/hich  "bj-  r.n^--  chn.uce  mi.';;ht  become  hr.rmfiil  to  plr.nt  r;rov/th. 

COIU::  IN     Clufua-Lip  rc^-ulr.tions  v/ill  bo  enforced  the  srJV;e  in  village  corn 
GAIiDF.irS     p:-,tches  as  in  tlio  lar;;;or  fields.     In  small  gardens,  the  cornstalks 

can  bo  cut  at  tkc  siorface  with  a  sha.rp  hoe  or  knife.      The  stalks 
then  mij.st  cc  carefully'-  raked  \rp  and  conpletcly  burned.      Tliis  corn  material 
MUST  irOT  BE  SZT'T  TO  THE  LIJIP  but  should  bu-  EHTIP^XY  EirPlTEj)  to  kill  all  borers 
lod{jed  in  the  stalks  and  ears.    Any  stubble  left  in  tiic  ^^ardcn  can  be  plowed

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FIGHTING  THE  COHK  P.OKEH 

Farmers  of  LIichi<?an  as  well  ek  elsev/here  are  giving  "becoming  heed 
to  the  fic;ht  a,~air.st  tlie  coi'n  borer.    The  fight  is  not  all  a  matter  of 
CT'Oc'ial  plov/in;:j.    Tlie  success  of  the  fight  resides  cuite  as  much  in  inen- 
t£i  attitude  as  in  arv  specific  act  tliat  is  done. 

There  are  five  places  ahout  the  State  r-esi^'ncted  where  instruction 
inay  be  had  looking  toward  eradication  of  the  corn-borer  pest.  Farmers 
of  In,~hair.  are  askef^  to  coi.ic  to  flushing-,  near  Flint.     Quite  a  v/ay  to  e:o, 
and  yet  it  is  expricted  l],at  a  jood  dele  ation  v/ill  turi'i  out  froi"  this 
county.    A  day  or  two  r.^o.  at  th.e  lit-.le  tov/n  of  I'dlan,  over  in  Washtenaw 
County,  2,500  far;/:ors  vrero  present  to  vdtness  the  metliods  necessary  to 
fight  the  corn  borer.    V/ould  that  ha-ve  been  true  25  or  20  years  ago? 
Probably  not.    A  marked  change  in  the  v/a^''  of  farmer  thin]:in;2:  has  come 
aboiit.    Ho  is  williii^;  to  paj'-  bced  to  the  specialist  in  his  line. 

The  method  of  fi,:;htin;5  the  corn  hover  consists  essentially  in  plow- 
ing the  corn  stubble  in  deeply,  r:;ore  deeply  than  ordinary  plowir;£;  can  ef- 
fect.   Another. .Way  is  to  finely  pulverize  the  corn  stubble  that  the  home 
wherein  the  corn  borer  thrives  may  be  destroyed.    The  deep  plowing  is  the 
essential  of  the  mothoci.    V/ould  it  have  been  possible  to  get  2,500  farmers 
toriether  25  years  a-:o  to  see  a  "city  feller''  plow?    Ass^oi-edly  not;  but  now 
it  can  be  done. 

The  experts  in  special  matters  like  post  eradications  arc  not  "city 
fellers"  though  they  mc^j'^  live  in  or  near  towns — they  are  essentially  spe- 
cialists in  c'lgri culture.  The  fariaer  like  every  other  business  man  knows 
that  this  is  the  day  of  the  specialist.  The  specialist  in  some  branch  of 
agriculture  is  t.'  e  one  whom  the  fai'mcr,  himself,  in  effect,  has  sot  aside 
to  00  a  special  work  he  has  not  tirrio  nor  facilities  to  do  himself. 

There  is  no  cause,  of  course,  to  .ar^'me  in  behalf  of  Uiq  farm  special- 
ist n^r  more  than  any  other  specialist,  but  it  is  one  our  eg  in^^,  worthy  of 
note,  in  that  the  mental  attitude  of  the  farmers    iS'  so  markedly  different  from 
that  of.  Bquarter  a  centiiry  ago.    Ifow  special  methods  arc  taken  as  a  mr.ttcr 
of  course,  once  tb.cy  were  scoffed  at. 

If  the  special  methods  against  the  corn  borer  are  carrcd  out,  corn 
planting  will  bo  able  to  go  forward  in  lachigan  this  season  r,s  usual.
